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Rates are 
blamed 
for shops' 
struggle 

THE Government has been 
blamed for West Bromwich’s 
struggling shop scene by 
“crucifying traders” with 
high business rates after the 
town was named second on 
a national list of shame. 

The Local Data Company 
put West Bromwich at num¬ 
ber two in a list of the 10 
most vacant high streets in 
medium-sized towns. 

With 28.3 per cent of 
shops empty, the only simi¬ 
lar-sized town worse off in 
England is Dudley, with 29 
per cent of shops empty. 

Labour councillor Ian 
Jones, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for jobs and econ¬ 
omy, accused the Govern¬ 
ment of “crucifying traders 
with their business rates”. 

“The rates have gone up 
by more than 10 per cent in 
the space of 12 months. It’s 
no wonder traders are strug¬ 
gling.” 

Sandwell Chamber of 
Commerce president Ninder 
Johal said: “With the reces¬ 
sion, all high streets have 
been going through difficult 
times. In West Bromwich, 
the riots played a big role 
because people were reluc¬ 
tant to come into the area. 

“There has been a lack of 
regeneration in the past but 
I firmly believe that, with 
the new college and Tesco 
development, things will 
start to improve,” he added. 

New twist 
on U-turns 

THERE could be a new 
twist tomorrow in the plan 
to ban U-turns at a Wednes- 
bury road junction. 

A ban at the junction of 
Wood Green Road, Myvod 
Road and Woden Road East, 
near Ikea, was approved. 
But residents said they did 
not want it because they 
would have to make a detour 
to get to their homes. A 
report to Councillor Derek 
Rowley, Sandwell’s safety 
boss, which recommends 
that the ban be scrapped, 
will be discussed tomorrow. 


VOW ON JOBS AS 
IEISURE CUTS Bin

JOBS and sports centres in Sandwell will be protected, 
council bosses have vowed, despite the trust that runs 
the borough’s leisure facilities facing cuts of almost 
£400,000 next year. 

Sandwell Leisure Trust, which runs the borough’s nine leisure centres and Brandhall 
Golf Course, is having its £4 million management fee, which is paid by Sandwell Council, 
reduced by 10 per cent in 2012/13. It is part of budget cuts that will see the cash-strapped 
authority make savings of £75 million by 2015. 

The trust, which was established in 2004 to operate the council-owned facilities, covers

Head vows 
to improve 
her school 

A HEADTEACHER in Smethwick has 
vowed to make improvements at her school 
following criticisms from Ofsted inspectors. 

The Ofsted team said Abbey Infant 
School’s leadership and management was 
weak. Pupils’ achievement and behaviour, 
and the quality of teaching, were rated as 
satisfactory. 

Levels of education provided were rated 
acceptable, but inspector David Shears has 
issued the school with a notice to improve. 
He said teaching assistants were not used 
effectively, information from assessments 
was not used well enough, and that atten¬ 
dance levels were below average. 

He added: “The recently appointed senior 
leadership team has made some improve¬ 
ments. They have made a positive start.” 

Headteacher Pauline Smart, who took 
charge of the Maurice Road school in Septem¬ 
ber 2010, said: “We can and will do better. 
Our children deserve the best. 

“Our recently appointed senior manage¬ 
ment team is in place and we are moving 
along the path of making the changes 
required. 

“Ofsted said the changes were fragile but 
I think a fairer assessment would have been 
to say we have just begun our journey.” 


its core costs, such as paying staff and heat¬ 
ing and lighting, with the management fee 
from the council and the income from cus¬ 
tomers - around £8m in total. 

It can then apply for additional grants 
which cover specific projects, but not the 
running of the centres. 

Paul Slater, chief executive officer, said 
despite the cuts, no jobs would be at risk 
and there would be no cuts to leisure facili¬ 
ties. 

He said: “Sandwell Leisure Trust is meet¬ 
ing the reductions in the management fee 
by a combination of growing income and 
efficiencies. 

“We are continuing to invest in facilities 
and have just expanded the gym and created 
a new dance studio at Haden Hill Leisure 
Centre. We have also recently opened a new 
state of the art dance studio at Tipton 
Sports Academy.” 

Provision 

Borough finance boss, Councillor Steve 
Eling, said he was pleased frontline services 
would not be affected. 

He added: “There will be a 10 per cent 
reduction in line with the overall budget 
reductions across the council. The leisure 
trust is managing that reduction without 
any cuts to leisure facilities. 

“The chief executive of the leisure trust 
confirmed to me personally that they will be 
absorbing the reductions without any 
impact on the provision of the leisure cen¬ 
tres. 

“That is very pleasing as we are looking 
to protect as far as possible the front line 
services that people use.” 

He added: “We are having to make every 
penny stretch that bit further and leisure 
centres are no different to everything else. 

“In our commitment to protect the front¬ 
line service provision this is a clear example 
of where that is being achieved.” 


DECATHLETE Daley Thompson said the 
Olympics would be a “pick-up” for the whole 
country, when he joined school pupils to 
open BT’s new regional business centre in 
West Bromwich.

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Restaurant scheme at former factory 


A RESTAURANT for 150 people is 
set to open at the site of a former 
engineering firm in West Bromwich. 

The proposal is to create the 
restaurant on the first floor of the 
former Interserve Engineering 
Limited site in Roebuck Lane. 

There is already planning permis¬ 
sion in place for a conference and 
banqueting suite to be created in 
another part of the site, which would 
be able to accommodate 650 people. 


An application has been submitted 
to the authority by Birmingham- 
based Architekt Partnership. 

It states that the restaurant 
would be open between 8.30am and 
10pm Mondays to Fridays and 
between 10am and 11pm on Satur¬ 
days, Sundays and bank holidays. 

The report adds: “This will also 
provide a benefit for the existing res¬ 
idents in the surrounding residen¬ 
tial areas by bringing the site back 


into a more active use and improve 
its appearance.” 

The conferencing scheme was 
refused by planning chiefs in 2009 
on the grounds of inadequate 
parking, increase in noise and fear of 
anti-social behaviour by residents. 

And before that, a previous appli¬ 
cation for a facility which would 
cater for up to 1,300 people was 
thrown out in 2007, on the grounds 
that it would cause a detriment to 


nearby residents. However, the most 
recent application was approved on 
appeal by the Government Planning 
Inspectorate last year. 

Bosses were granted permission 
to overhaul the industrial building 
with a new roof, external wall 
cladding, new entrances, a foyer and 
doors with large blocks of tinted 
glass. 

Permission was also granted for a 
135-space car park.

DOZENS of jobs are to be created in Sandwell 
as an accident repair firm relocates and a 
new fleet of Midland Metro trams will be built 
in the borough. 

Kidderminster-based accident repair firm Solus is relo¬ 
cating to Wednesbury. The move is also an expansion, which 
will create almost 40 new jobs. Ten jobs will also be created 
by Spanish manufacturer 
CAF, building trams for the 
Metro system. New jobs will 
be provided at the Metro 
depot in Potters Lane, 
Wednesbury, during 2014 
and 2015. 

A further 50 jobs in 
Coventry will be protected 
by a £40 million deal to 
provide up to 25 trams for 
the line between Wolver¬ 
hampton St George’s and 
Birmingham Snow Hill by 
the end of 2014. 

Solus will move from its 
current base in Whitehouse 
Road, Kidderminster, to lar¬ 
ger premises in Wednesbury. 

Solus, which has 18 sites 
around the country, hopes to 
open the new centre at 
Trident Drive in March. 
General manager Steve Hall 
said the company had out¬ 
grown its current base. 

A recruitment drive has 
been launched for 23 techni¬ 
cians and 16 front-line staff. 
Jobs are available for panel 
beaters, body fitters and cus¬ 
tomer service staff. Solus, 
which has its headquarters 
near Wembley, was founded 
in 1997 and is part of the 
Aviva insurance group. 

Abroad 

Spanish firm CAF beat 
nine others for the trams 
deal. Centro spokesman 
Mark Langford said: “None 
of the 10 firms who were 
interested in supplying the 
trams were British, and 
none of the bids involved 
manufacturing the trams in 
the UK. They would have 
been built abroad, regard¬ 
less of who we appointed. 
Centro expects to see ten 
more CAF jobs set up at our 
Wednesbury tram depot 
during 2014/15.” 


ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour is 
easing in a Blackheath 
street after it was high¬ 
lighted as a priority by the 
local neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing team. 

Bell Vue Road was flagged 
up as a problem area after 
complaints from residents 
that youths were causing a 
nuisance and upsetting the 
residents in the street. 

Following complaints the 
neighbourhood team placed 
a Domehawk camera in the 
street which identified 
those causing trouble. 

Some of those have since 
received stage one anti¬ 
social behaviour letters 
while some have entered 
into acceptable behaviour 
contracts with the police 
and Sandwell Council. 

An update on the West 
Midlands Police website 
states: “Since the anti-social 
behaviour letters and 
acceptable behaviour con¬ 
tracts have been instigated 
in this area, the feedback 
from residents is very good. 

“The youth team pro¬ 
vides a bus on Thursday 
nights which carries com¬ 
puters and other things the 
youths can use, and the 
youth leaders have been 
impressed by how many 
youths attend the bus.”

Concern that complaints not acted upon 


THE highways department of 
Sandwell Council has come under 
fire from a Blackheath councillor for 
not handling residents’ complaints 
effectively. 

Councillor Mary Docker is calling 
for action to be taken. 

She said she was initially told two 
of three issues she was tackling - 
overgrown foliage causing difficul¬ 
ties for wheelchairs and sunken 


“blind” stones on Horner Way and 
Long Lane - were being investi¬ 
gated. 

On chasing up her third query - 
road markings worn away near St 
Paul’s Court - Councillor Docker 
said there was no record of her com¬ 
plaint at all, despite officers’ earlier 
claims it was under investigation. 

She said: “They had no record or 
log of the job in question and I was 


told that I would have to resubmit 
the work to be done. 

“A site inspection should take 
about two weeks to be carried out 
and then there would be a further 
delay of eight-10 weeks before the 
work was completed. 

Unresolved 

“Furthermore, an enquiry I 
raised back in October, which 


related to Sandwell Homes Repairs, 
had also been lost. 

Alarmingly, as I do further checks 
on my work, other matters are 
coming to light as unresolved. 

“I am concerned that existing reg¬ 
istered planned works appear to 
have disappeared without trace.” 

Council officials were unavailable 
for comment.

Objections 
to red route 
are set to 
be refused 

SANDWELL’S safety boss 
has been recommended not 
to take action in response to 
a petition demanding 
changes to part of a red route 
in Tipton. 

Families in Park Lane 
West contacted Sandwell 
Council requesting that 
traffic regulations which 
ban vehicles stopping 
Monday to Friday between 
7am-10am and 4pm-7pm be 
removed. They claim they 
were not consulted properly 
and say the red route is cre¬ 
ating parking problems for 
residents and visitors 
outside their homes. 

Tomorrow (Friday) safety 
boss Councillor Derek 
Rowley will receive a report 
recommending that he take 
no action. 

The part affected is the 
1,500ft stretch from the 
island at Owen Street to the 
bridge at Mayfair Gardens. 
It became active last July 
and has already faced criti¬ 
cism after the council 
created parking bays with 
white lines half on the road 
and half on the pavement, 
despite no dropped kerbs. 

A report to Councillor 
Rowley says: “The current 
scheme provides a balance 
between the requirements 
and expectations of all road 
users.” 


last year in support of 
keeping horses tethered 
within the Tipton area and 
against the removal of 
horses by the bailiffs. The 
council has been cracking 
down on the problem of 
stray horses roaming in the 
borough. The moves have 
been met with opposition 
from some residents who 
want to keep the tradition of 
tethered horses.

They are paying 
Rossendales more than 
£45,000, plus enforcement 
costs, to seize horses. 

Marches 

Bailiffs have been 
employed to seize the stray 
animals but horse lovers 
have threatened legal 
action. They have taken to 
the streets in a series of 
marches, disrupting traffic 
with their caravans and 
horse-drawn carts. 

Sandwell Council has 
stood by the policy, saying 
the horses pose a threat to 
safety. And after considering 
the petition Councillor 
Rowley said owners will 
have to find appropriate 
space to keep their horses or 
they still risk being seized. 

He said: “The only avail¬ 
able land we have is in 
Sandwell Valley and they are 
more than welcome to put 
their names down for that.”

Good times on the way back at rescued firm 


ORDER books for an historic Oldbury 
company are filling up after it was rescued 
by a team of Black Country entrepreneurs. 
The four men behind Dark Industrial Hold¬ 
ings bought pressworking company BC 
Barton out of administration for an indis- 
closed sum, saving the jobs of 29 workers. 

One of the four, Mike Dell - president of 
the Black Country Chamber of Commerce - 
is now in charge at the Hainge Road factory 
as manufacturing gets back up to speed 
after eight weeks in limbo. 

The company, now operating as BC 
Barton Ltd following its rescue, can trace its 
roots back to 1898. Among its presswork 


and fabrications it makes the steps and pro¬ 
tective metalwork for the tops of telegraph 
polls, which Mr Dell said involved “making 
millions of parts for BT every year”. 

As well as telecoms work the company has 
customers overseas, including the United 
Arab Emirates. 

“BC Barton also does work on mowers 
and agricultural machinery, assemblies and 
components for the construction industry 
such as formwork for shaping poured con¬ 
crete,” said Mr Dell. “That suffered because 
the construction industry has been suffer¬ 
ing, but we are seeing work starting to come 
back. 


“Now the company is back on a firm 
footing, we are seeing a lot of the old cus¬ 
tomers coming back with new orders. 

“We see BCB as a unique business with a 
long-standing tradition and reputation, 
which will complement our other compa¬ 
nies. It has a number of exciting opportuni¬ 
ties alongside its core products and we are 
looking forward to returning the business to 
its past glory.” 

Dark also owns Ramsay Rubber and Dark 
Sheet Metals in Bilston, which, along with 
BC Barton, now employ a total of around 
120 people. 

After it went into administration in 


November, the company was run by admin¬ 
istrators from Baker Tilley including Guy 
Mander, who said: “We are delighted to have 
concluded the sale. The outcome should be 
excellent news for the community. 

“BC Barton has had a reputation for 
delivering quality service to its customers 
for over a century and this was reflected by 
the level of interest shown in the business. 
The sale provides the buyer with a platform 
to progress some of the projects the 
company had been looking at prior to its 
failure.” 

The firm was established in 1898 by Ben¬ 
jamin Charles Barton and his son Percival.

A PILE of rubble is all that 
remains of West Bromwich’s 
former police station which 
has been bulldozed to pave 
the way for the next step in 
the £200 million regeneration 
of the town. 

The building in New Street has 
been flattened to make way for the 
new Tesco development. Demolition 
started late last year. 

Tesco is behind plans for the major 
shopping centre and leisure complex, 
one of the largest regeneration proj¬ 
ects taking place across the UK at the 
moment. 


Top retailers, including Next, 
Primark, JD Sports, Bank, and Outfit 
have already put pen to paper to say 
they will be part of the development. 
Odeon will operate an eight-screen 
cinema. 

Vinci Construction, which won a 
£35m contract for the first stage of the 
project for a centre anchored by a 
144,000 sq ft Tesco Extra, arrived on 
site in November. 

Recycled 

The last brick was removed from 
the 40-year-old building this week 
and the rubble will now be crushed 
and recycled in the new scheme. 

Sean Delaney, senior project 


manager at Vinci Construction, said: 
“Rubble will be reused in the founda¬ 
tions of the new Tesco store and New 
Square centre. 

“We are now in the process of crush¬ 
ing the building materials and clear¬ 
ing the site ready to begin laying the 
footings of the scheme in the next few 
weeks.” 

Sandwell’s economy boss, Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said: “The police 
station’s demolition is the dividing 
line between one side of the develop¬ 
ment and the other and now that has 
gone it will be all systems go. 

“Soon we should start to see some 
structures going up.”

Fresh inspector 
for town’s force 

A NEW inspector moves in 
to head police in West 
Bromwich this week, after 
four senior officers in 
Sandwell retired or 
changed roles in recent 
weeks. 

Inspector Akeel Najib 
will start in the town after 
three years working across 
the borough. It comes after 
an entire tier of manage¬ 
ment at Sandwell Local 
Policing Unit moved to 
new roles. 

Gill Munslow, former 
Inspector for West 
Bromwich, and Bal Mand, 
former Inspector for 
Smethwick, have moved to 
new roles within the force. 

Former Tipton and 
Wednesbury Inspector 
Dave Godwin has retired 
and Ian Massey, the 
inspector for Oldbury and 
Rowley Regis, is mean¬ 
while seconded to a back 
office team. 

New lights deal 

A £1.8 MILLION contract 
to carry out a scheme to 
replace thousands of 
street lights in Sandwell 
has been awarded. 

SSE Contracting Ltd 
will now carry out the 
street light improvements 
works and instal a new 
central management 
system. 

Sandwell Council is 
replacing the existing 
bulbs in around 2,500 
lamp posts with LED 
lights to save money in the 
long term.

Station future in doubt as 
police look at further cuts 


A POLICE sub-station in Smethwick is being 
considered for closure under cost-cutting 
plans. The future of Windmill House is in 
doubt. 

It comes as the force looks at offloading underused build¬ 
ings. 


West Midlands Police has 
to save £126 million over the 
next four years as it tries to 
manage government cuts in 
funding. 

The Windmill Lane base 
houses one team of 13 offi¬ 
cers and police community 
support officers. 

Underused 

Ch Supt Mark Robinson, 
commander of Sandwell 
police, said: “The force is 
looking at all of its estates 
and those buildings that are 
being underused. We don’t 
need as many buildings as 
we have at present, and 
there is money to be saved.” 

He said in the event of 


closure, staff would likely to 
be relocated to South 
Sandwell police station in 
Piddock Road, less than a 
mile away. 

The proposed closure 
comes less than a month 
after it was announced that 
West Midlands Police wants 
to shut 12 bases including 
those in Wednesfield, 
Dudley, Stourbridge, Hale¬ 
sowen and Bloxwich from 
6pm to 10am to save money. 

As part of cost-cutting 
measures, the force will 
have shed more than 2,000 
police officer and staff posts 
by 2015. 

A decision is expected in 
the coming weeks. 


Parking plan is dropped 

THE creation of four residents-only parking zones in the 
shadow of The Hawthorns has fallen flat. 

Sandwell Council drew up £20,000 proposals for double 
yellow lines and signage in four zones near to West 
Bromwich Albion’s ground. This followed complaints from 
homeowners who said they had been repeatedly boxed into 
their own drives, or unable to find spaces, because of sup¬ 
porters clogging up the roads 

Councillor Derek Rowley, head of neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices said: “The response to our public consultation was very 
poor so we are not going ahead with the parking zones at 
the moment. 

“There was an apathetic response to the consultation and 
the number of people who wanted anything done was very 
low.”

The dispensary was estab¬ 
lished by industrialist Sir 
Matthew Boulton for those 
who could not afford treat¬ 
ment at hospital or the 
workhouse infirmary. 

It existed at several sites 
in Birmingham, with Cape 
House the last building to be 
associated with the name. 

NHS 

Since being sold by the 
NHS in 2001 it has been 
vacant and fallen into disre¬ 
pair.

BUSINESSES wanting to set up 
fast food restaurants in Sandwell 
are set to face tighter controls as 
council bosses tackle obesity in 
the borough. 

Under a new policy being discussed yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) takeaways would not be 
able to open near schools. 

They also would not be allowed where 
there are a high number of other takeaways; 
in areas where homes would be adversely 
affected; and where advice has come from 
the police that it is likely to lead to anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet is being rec¬ 
ommended to approve the adoption of the 
new planning policy. 

Almost a third of adults in Sandwell are 
classed as obese - the highest proportion in 
the Black Country - while the borough also 
has the worst rate of childhood obesity in the 
region, with more than 25 per cent of stu¬ 
dents obese by the age of 11. 

The new policy, called the Hot Food Take¬ 
away Supplementary Planning Document, 
would apply to new businesses applying to 
open. Under the policy, planning permission 
will not be granted to takeaways within 
1,300ft of secondary schools or approved 
sites for new secondary schools. 

The distance was set following consulta¬ 
tion with pupils which discovered that 68 
per cent were not prepared to walk further 
than that during lunchtime. 

The policy would also not allow a take¬ 
away to be opened in areas where it would 
mean there are three or more nearby.

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M-way drains work will 
mean delays for drivers 


MOTORISTS may be facing up to 
10 weeks of misery on a stretch of 
motorway in the Black Country 
due to a £2.1 million scheme to 
replace drainage. 

The Highways Agency is carrying out 
work on the 1.7-mile carriageway from the 
M5 junction one for West Bromwich to the 
M6 junction eight for Wednesbury. The 
round-the-clock project is expected to last 
around 10 weeks. 

A new drainage system will be installed on 
both the north and southbound carriage¬ 
ways to prevent surface water collecting and 
to keep the road safe. 

There will be narrow lanes running in 
both directions during the day with lane clo¬ 
sures overnight. A 40mph speed restriction 
will be enforced to protect roadworkers and 
motorists. 

There will also be occasional overnight clo¬ 
sures of slip roads and the main carriageway 
between the hours of 10pm and 5am to allow 
work to take place. 

Wayne Norris, Highways Agency project 
sponsor, said: “This is routine but vital main¬ 
tenance work to replace the current drainage 
system which has come to the end of its serv¬ 
iceable life.”

Families still concerned 
after care centre closes 


A RESPITE care centre in West 
Bromwich has closed its doors 
with the loss of 33 jobs after being 
axed in a shake-up of services. 

Chiefs at Sandwell Council first decided to 
shut War stone House last April. It left 72 
families in turmoil who had used the facility 
with their severely disabled children. 

The Salters Lane centre has closed and is 
earmarked for sale to raise cash for council 
coffers as it aims to save £ 75 million by 2015. 
Council chiefs say 13 former staff took vol¬ 
untary redundancy. The decision to close the 
home was down to running costs, out-of-date 
facilities and Government directives to give 
families own budgets, said bosses. 

Some who used the service have begun to 
use Abberley House in Tipton, run by 
Sandwell Community Caring Trust, for 
respite. Many, however, say they are still 
waiting to hear what money they will receive 
in the form of personalised budgets, and are 
not sure whether to book stays. The council 
says it will arrange respite services until 
payments are completed. 

Joan Dearn, of Pearson Street, Old Hill, 
uses respite for her son Ian, who is blind and 
autistic, as well as daughter Charlean, aged 
29, who has Down’s Syndrome. Mrs Dearn 
said: “Abberley House is working well. The 
thing that’s affecting us is that people don’t 
know how much they are going to get for per¬ 
sonalised budgets.” Jenny Baggott uses 
respite for her daughter Jane, 51, who has 
Down’s Syndrome, dementia and suffers 
epilepsy. She said: “People are having to pay 
for respite themselves.” 

Adult social care chief Councillor Ann 
Jaron said: “All service users have a per¬ 
sonal budget that has been approved. No- 
one will be left waiting for a service.”

Some work needs to be done to 
the Burlington Road building 
before the work on the rooms can 
take place.

Raise a glass as brewery 
gets ready for expansion 


FAMILY-RUN Holden’s 
Brewery has seen a number of 
changes in the industry during 
its near 100-year history. 

With real ale enjoying a renais¬ 
sance with drinkers moving away 
from modern lagers, the firm is 
looking stronger than ever. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 
21 pubs across the Black Country, it 
has announced plans that will see 
its Woodsetton site extended and its 
ale production increased from 
50,000 pints a week to 75,000. 

Steve Thompson, brewery liaison 
officer for The Campaign for Real 
Ale, said: “Holden’s is one of the 
most successful breweries in the 
area because it has responded to the 
changes in the industry.” 

The brewery began when one 
man decided not to follow in his 
father’s footsteps and become a 
shoemaker, but instead to follow 
the example of his father-in-law.

Edwin Alfred Holden was born in 
1875, the youngest of seven sons. 

His father Daniel was a skilled 
shoemaker and after he left school, 
Edwin decided to join him and older 
brother Walter in the family busi¬ 
ness. But he later married Lucy 
Round, whose father Benjamin 
owned the Trust in Providence, in 
Washington Street, Dudley. 

It changed his career path and the 
young couple became tenants and 
ran a number of pubs including the 
Atkinson’s house The Britannia 
Inn, Netherton. 

When Lucy’s father died in 1900, 
her mother kept the licence of the 
Britannia and in 1904 the couple 
moved to the Struggling Man Inn, 
Dudley. The couple and their son 


Teddy later moved into The Park 
Inn, Woodsetton, a brewhouse. 

They were there just six months 
when Edwin died in 1920. Lucy con¬ 
tinued to operate the pub and 
Teddy was to follow in his mother 
and father’s footstep. 

The ensuing decades saw the 
company’s expansion and the 
establishment of Edwin Holden’s 
Bottling Company. 

Before his death in 1981, Teddy 
had acquired several pubs includ¬ 
ing The New Inn, Rose & Crown, 
The Trumpet and extended the 
brewery. His son, Edwin, joined him 
in 1965. Together they increased 
the estate. His sons Jonathan and 
Edwin went on to increase the 
Holden’s estate, which include the 
acclaimed Great Western in Wolver¬ 
hampton and The Station, Codsall. 

Jonathan, now a director, has 
been instrumental in the develop¬ 
ment of new products and hopes the 
expansion will represent “thou¬ 
sands of pounds investment”.

NHS 
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Council 
cameras 
spy on the 
fly tippers 

UNDERCOVER cameras 
being used as part of a cam¬ 
paign against fly-tipping in 
Walsall have proved a 
success, say the council. 

A total of £1,377 has been 
spent on the new cameras, 
which will be target rubbish 
hotspots all over the 
borough. 

Environment chief Coun¬ 
cillor Tom Ansell said: 
“These cameras have suc¬ 
cessfully enabled us to re¬ 
cord a number of suspected 
incidents of fly-tipping, and 
these are now being investi¬ 
gated further by enforce¬ 
ment officers. 

Target 

“The intention has always 
been, and remains so, to use 
the cameras borough-wide 
to target areas where fly¬ 
tipping is an issue.” 

In the year from Septem¬ 
ber 2010, Walsall Council 
launched 152 fly-tipping 
investigations and served 74 
waste enforcement notices.

A LANDMARK of West Bromwich’s High Street will be pulled down 
after approval was granted by planning bosses at Sandwell Council. 

The glazed canopy which sits in the middle of the street and links Queen’s Square and 
King’s Square Shopping Centres will be demolished as part of the plans. It is part of a £5 
million overhaul of Queens Square to bring it up to date and tie in with the £200m Tesco 
scheme which is aimed at transforming the town centre for future generations. 

Fairacre Asset Management, which runs Queens Square Shopping Centre, had applied 


to the council to demolish the canopy, as well 
as create a new sprinkler tank, pump house 
and fencing, replace windows and replace 
external paving. 

Centre bosses also intend to replace fire 
alarm system, install better lighting and 
smoke ventilation, a new sprinkler system, 
roof glazing and redecoration and repairs. 

Officers from the borough’s planning 
department have approved the plans at del¬ 
egated level. 

Roosting 

The decision states: “The proposals are 
considered satisfactory and would enhance 
the appearance of the centre.” 

The landmark red steel canopy is being 
removed as it has exacerbated a problem 
with pigeon infestation in West Bromwich

town centre by providing perches and 
covered roosting spaces for feral pigeons. 

Its removal is said to provide two main 
benefits - greater continuity of the market 
presence, and the removal of a health 
hazard as a pigeon roost. 

Sandwell’s economy boss, Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “One of the issues raised by the 
residents in the borough was about the 
attractiveness of those canopies and other 
planters in the centre of the High Street and 
that they served no useful purpose. 

“We will be making sure we clear up the 
High Street and bring it back into more use 
with shoppers.”

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Action to stop menace 
from drinking gangs 


NUISANCE drinkers are again 
plaguing pockets of Sandwell 
borough, dumping cans and 
bottles in a canal and raising con¬ 
cerns that people will be put off 
the areas at night. 

Police have issued fixed penalty notices 
for drinkers gathering in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich and Doe Bank Bridge, Tipton, in 
recent weeks, after problems returned to 
the area. 

Officers have also used dispersal orders 
to split up groups of two or more people and 
ban them from the neighbourhood for 24 
hours.

Sgt Sarah Smyth, of Wednesbury South 
neighbourhood team which covers the 
areas, said: “The issue is split into two 
areas, around the shops Hill Top and the 
new estate near Doe Bank Bridge, Tipton. 

“Officers from the team have been 
working with the Waterways Agency to 
clean up the canal and remove the exces¬ 
sive amount of beer cans and bottles. 
Several fixed penalty notices have been 
issues and a number of people given notices 
to leave the area subject of powers afforded 
by the Crime and Disorder Act.” 

Councillor Middleton said the problem 
had appeared under control until recent 
weeks.

Kinder’s Geranium Hot ‘n’ Spicy Geraniums 


IT may be winter out there, 
but indoors it is warm enough 
to grow all manner of seeds 
and seedlings capable of 
bursting into new life. 

A mild spell outdoors will provide 
the opportunity to improve soil, get 
seedlings under way and prepare for a 
more beautiful garden this spring and 
summer. 

Canny gardeners have realised that 
buying almost fully grown plants in 
early summer ready to plant out in 
patio pots, hanging baskets and garden 
borders is not the cheapest way of 
buying plant material. Varieties are 
almost always restricted and unusual 
new strains of plants with the most 
vibrant of colours are not always avail¬ 
able. 

Pots of flowering bedding plants may 
be great for the ‘instant’ gardeners 
who first touch soil in May, but provide 
no growing satisfaction for hobby gar¬ 
deners. The trend nowadays for people 


who love to get their hands dirty is to 
buy seedlings or plug plants early in 
the new year and to grow these plants 
on until they are ready to plant out. 
Your garden centre will have plenty of 
tiny seedlings and plantlets to choose 
from in February and March or you can 
order them from a catalogue or the 
internet. 

Mini-petunia 

You should be able to find several dif¬ 
ferent coloured geraniums in the New 
Century family from Appleblossom, 
through white, orange, to salmon, 
scarlet and raspberry ripple. Also on 
offer will be mixed bedding begonias 
from the Devil and Prelude strains. I 
shall be growing rooted cuttings of a 
new mini-petunia Calibrachoa Cherry 
Star from Dobies. 

Seedlings will come in pots contain¬ 
ing recently germinated plants that 
need pricking out immediately into 
trays of compost so they have extra 
room in which to develop a good root 
system and stronger stems and leaves. 


To achieve those results quickly and 
easily these seedlings deserve a good 
compost that is free draining and con¬ 
tains slow release plant foods that 
gradually feed over several months. 

Kinder Garden Plants are sold in 
trays of 20 cells all ideal for garden 
beds, containers and hanging baskets. 
You will find single veined pink, red 
and mauve Petunia called Reflections 
and frilly double flowers of white and 
mixed colours in the Petunia Pirouette 
strain. Favourite for me are the Hot ‘n’ 
Spicy Geraniums that come in pink, 
salmon and red shades. 

To get these tiny treasures growing 
fast give them root space in a tip-top 
compost of your choice. For quickest 
growth and biggest plants choose a 
potting compost so rich in nutrients it 
advises you not to sow seeds in it. For 
maximum flowering potential use 
Miracle-Gro Expand n’ Gro or Mois¬ 
ture Control Compost.

Anniversary celebrates 
golden age of steam 


STEAM railway enthusi¬ 
asts in the Midlands have 
been celebrating a land¬ 
mark anniversary. 

The first train ran on the Severn 
Valley Railway 150 years ago and 
the first passengers hopped aboard 
on February 1, 1862. 

That first train went from 
Worcester to Shrewsbury but these 
days it extends 16 miles from Kid¬ 
derminster to Bridgnorth. 

It is no longer in the commercial 
transport business. A paid staff of 
about 70 are responsible for admin¬ 
istration and commercial activities 
and about 250,000 passengers use 
the line each year. 

Official celebrations to mark the 
150th anniversary will be held in 
May. 

Mike York, director of Severn 
Valley Railway Holdings, said: “It 
was never the most popular of 
railway lines and was not the most 
successful as a commercial opera¬ 
tion.

“It relied as much on fate as it did 
on regular passengers.” 

The original Severn Valley line 
linked Hartlebury, near Droitwich, 
with Shrewsbury, a distance of 40 
miles. 

Locomotives and rolling stock 
were borrowed and the line was 
absorbed into the Great Western 
Railway in the 1870s. In 1878 a link 
line was constructed from Bewdley 
to Kidderminster. 

That enabled trains to run 
directly from the West Midlands. 

The Severn Valley line was never 
financially successful. 

During the Great Western days 
the pattern of services remained 
similar, with usually four passenger 
trains per day in each direction, and 
a few more on the section south of 


Bridgnorth. Freight traffic, which 
was mostly agricultural or coal 
from the Highley area, was the 
principal source of revenue. 

The advent of the lorry in the 
1930s spelled disaster, although the 
line was strategically useful in the 
Second World War. 

Bridgnorth town councillor 
Brian Jones, who was the railway’s 
civil engineer between 1972 and 
1982, said: “In 1947, when the rail¬ 
ways were nationalised, it became 
part of British Railways until 
November 1963 when it closed due 
to the Dr Beeching cuts. 

“The SVR Society opened in July 
1965 and it took five years of nego¬ 
tiations to get the five-mile line 
between Bridgnorth and Kidder¬ 
minster open.” 

The line has featured in a 
number of films including Can- 
dleshoe, starring David Niven, and 
was used for the Sherlock Holmes 
blockbuster, A Game of Shadows.

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Thousands 
rejected 
for job as 
bus driver 

THOUSANDS of people 
who applied to be bus 
drivers in the West Mid¬ 
lands have been rejected. 

Many are turned down for 
penalty points on their 
driving licences, it has 
emerged. Scores of vacancies 
for bus drivers remain 
unfilled. 

National Express West 
Midlands took on 420 bus 
drivers over the last year out 
of 4,500 applicants. A spate 
of older drivers retiring 
created 170 more spaces. 
But, despite the high 
number of people looking for 
jobs, bosses are still seeking 
more because of the number 
that failed to make the 
grade. 

Tests 

They blamed the failure 
rate on applicants having 
points on their driving 
licences. 

The bus industry stan¬ 
dard is to accept drivers with 
three points - the equivalent 
of one minor speeding 
offence. But National 
Express does not allow 
anyone to pass the interview 
if they have any points at all. 

The company also runs 
literacy and numeracy tests 
and some applicants failed 
those as well. 

Trainees who make the 
grade are put through their 
paces at the firm’s training 
centre in Walsall where 
trainees are tested on theory 
and their driving is assessed. 


Ballcock king who tapped 
into market of making brass 


THEY called him the King of the 
Ballcocks. But he was pretty big in 
taps, too. When it came to making 
brass castings for the plumbing 
industry, Charles Edwards was 
master of all he surveyed. 

These pictures, belonging to Mr 
Edwards’ grandson Stephen Carter, 
perfectly capture the way thousands of 
people in the Black Country would have 
lived when they were taken in 1938. 

By day, the Millfields district of 
Bilston reverberated to the heavy 
thrum of the huge machinery and the 
dull thud of metal being pressed into 
shape. By night, the same area would be 
buzzing around the countless pubs 
which thrived in the area. 

Banter 

People worked together, drank 
together, and lived together, in the ter¬ 
raced houses which lined the narrow 
streets that surrounded this industrial 
heartland. They exchanged banter on 
the factory floor, and they carried on 
over a pint or two after work. 

“They were very close-knit communi¬ 
ties,” says Brian Fellows of Bilston his¬ 
torical society. “It was the same with 
Stewart and Lloyds, and with John 
Thompson. Whole families worked 
there for generations.” 

So big a part did the company play in 
the Bilston community, that in 1928 a 
street was given the name Chem Road, 
taken from the initials of C H Edwards, 
Millfields. 

In its day, the company was one of the 
world’s leading producers of brass taps 
and ball valves. It was also one of the 
first companies to employ large 
numbers of women - at one point he had 
200 female workers in his foundry.

Charles and Sarah 
Edwards in May 1973 


From being the Ballcock King of England, to a major shareholder in 
Wolves, Charles Edwards led a colourful life. MARK ANDREWS looks 
at the impression he left on the Black Country 


Charles Henry Edwards was born in 
Stephenson Street, Chapel Ash, in 1888. He 
left school when he was 12 and worked for his 
uncle in one of the many metal working busi¬ 
nesses in the area. He met his future wife, 
Sarah Nixon, at a political meeting at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s market patch. 

Family legend has it that Sarah and her 
family emigrated to Nova Scotia in 1909 partly 
to escape his unwanted advances. 

“He was thought to be rather below her in 
social class,” says Mr Carter. Undeterred, he 
pursued her to Canada, travelling by boat 
twice to try and win her hand. 

“On the second occasion in 1912 he had con¬ 
vinced her parents that he had made enough 
of himself to be worthy of her,” adds Mr 
Carter, who is keen to hear if anybody has 
memories of working at the foundry. 

A year after he got married he felt he had 


picked up sufficient experience of his trade to 
go it alone, and he formed C H Edwards. 

Almost by accident, he became one of the 
major shareholders in Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers after buying a stake from the prover¬ 
bial man in the pub. 

“I recall him telling me that when the 
Wolves went bust in 1923, shares in the new 
company were being offered around all the 
pubs in Wolverhampton to anyone who would 
buy them. 

Congratulate 

“He bought 100 shares and at one stage was 
the ninth largest shareholder in the Wolves,” 
says Mr Carter. 

He sold his shares to Wolverhampton 
tycoon John Ireland, who would become 
Wolves chairman, in the early 1970s. He was 
also the captain of Oxley Golf Club in Wolver¬ 


hampton, and donated the C H Edwards Cup 
to the club. 

The company was taken over by the Delta 
Metal group in 1961, and went the same way 
as much of the Black Country’s heavy indus¬ 
try in the 1970s as cheap plastic plumbing 
components began to supplant the traditional 
brass hardware. 

In May 1973, the Mayor of Wolverhampton 
Arthur Storer called into their home in 
Wrottesley Road West to congratulate the 
couple on their diamond wedding anniversary. 

They had five children, 15 grandchildren, 
and 13 great-grandchildren. 

Stephen Carter, who is 61, works as a solic¬ 
itor and notary public in the city, while his 
brother Robert was vicar of St Jude’s Church 
in Tettenhall Road, Wolverhampton, from 
1994 and 2011. 


Travel site 
claims on 
reviews 
are halted 

TRAVEL website TripAd- 
visor has been banned from 
claiming all its reviews are 
by real travellers. 

The Advertising Stan¬ 
dards Authority (ASA) said 
claims that all reviews on 
the site were genuine were 
“misleading”. 

The ruling came after 
complaints highlighted 
pledges on the TripAdvisor 
website. Online comments 
claimed: “Reviews you can 
trust”, “read reviews from 
real travellers”. 

There have been concerns 
that some reviews on the 
popular site, which covers 
hotels, resorts and other 
destinations, are written by 
people connected to the des¬ 
tinations themselves but 
passed off as the experiences 
of genuine tourists. 

Genuine 

The complainants said 
they understood that Trip- 
Advisor did not verify the 
reviews and therefore could 
not prove they were genuine 
or from real travellers. 

The ASA upheld the com¬ 
plaint and said that con¬ 
sumers would take the 
claims on the website to 
mean they could be certain 
that the reviews posted were 
from genuine travellers. 

TripAdvisor said it used 
“advanced and highly effec¬ 
tive” fraud detection 
systems. But it said it was 
“not practical” for them to 
screen each review manually 
before it was posted.

Memories are made'of this - Volkswagen’s classic 


FOR SOME, only Mini has come 
the closest to harnessing the 
power of ‘old’ to sell new cars. 

Even then some might say that its line¬ 
up is more of a caricature than homage to 
the original small car. Certainly, the 
modern iteration is no longer small. 

Volkswagen, on the other hand, has 
chosen to look forward in its pursuit of pro¬ 
moting its third generation new Beetle. 

More a family car than simple pastiche of 
the original, it’s bigger and more powerful 
too. 

But when a recent opportunity to drive 
Volkswagen UK’s very own classic Beetle 
came up, it was hard to say no. 

It was certainly worth the wait. Origi¬ 
nally purchased for the company’s press 
fleet, it’s stayed in the family ever since. 

A sympathetic restoration programme 
conducted in recent years has seen the car 
return to its original silver and chrome 
glory. 

And with a little over 22,000 miles on the 
clock, the car’s interior looks like it could 
have come straight from the factory. 

A no frills 1.2-litre version, this original 
Beetle is as simple and straightforward as 


they come, whether it’s the engine’s 
modest 34 horsepower or the thin sliver of 
a key that only works when slotted in the 
door lock or ignition one particular way. 

Still, part of the Beetle’s charm is the 
way it drives. There really is nothing else 
like it on the road today. 

At the car’s inception, its rear engine, 
rear-wheel drive layout was believed to 
offer the best compromise in terms of pack¬ 
aging, handling and space. 

This side of a Porsche you won’t find a car 
with a ‘boot’ in its nose, while the Beetle’s 
flat-four engine is only trumped by, again, 
Porsche’s range of performance motors. 

Turn the key and your ears are met with 
the Beetle’s trademark ‘chug-chug-chug’ 
as the engine stumbles into life. 

Engage first with the spindly gear lever 
and you’re soon in motion with surprising 
ease. 

Progress isn’t rapid but, even when in 
the company of more modern machines, it’s 


pretty easy to maintain a sensible pace. 

Stick to the posted limits and you’ll be 
fine; something that’s easy to do thanks to 
the accurate gearshift and responsive 
throttle. 

Braking is less scary than you might 
think in a car of this age. Attacking the 
high-mounted pedal requires a little plan¬ 
ning as it does require a hefty push, but the 
car stops without fuss. 

Surprise 

What is a surprise is the Beetle’s supple 
ride on urban roads. 

More supple and controlled than some 
modern cars, it’s only when you leave the 
city limits and wind on a bit of speed do you 
experience a slight lack of straight-line sta¬ 
bility. That’s the only obvious trade-off for 
having the engine in the boot - just ask 
owners of old 911s. 

That’s never going to be enough to write 
off the overall experience, though. This par¬ 
ticular Beetle is a fine example of what was 
good about the long-running automotive 
icon. 

More refined than that other car from 
the swinging Sixties but lacking nothing in 
terms of character, to many fans this car is

THERE are occasions when only a van will do 
what you need, and by sheer fortune Nissan 
provided the latest NV200 for me to test. 

It has been sometime since I have driven a van and I was 
expecting a little more refinement than my previous expe¬ 
rience, but I wasn’t really prepared for the NV200. 

First off, the interior felt very car-like and whilst there is 
an upright seating position, it was not uncomfortable and 
after nearly three hours of driving I was pretty impressed 
that I didn’t feel any form of fatigue. 

The dashboard is well laid out and I was interested to see 
that one portion of the dash turns into a reversing camera 
viewer. Something that, as an occasional van driver, was 
extremely useful as I needed to manoeuvre around a 
crowded trading estate. 

Storage pods 

There were a number of cubby holes and shelves, all 13 of 
them! There are even storage pods under the seats. These 
provide all the space needed to store almost everything you 
can think of. 

I am not sure how to describe styling when it comes to a 
van, but the Nissan looked purposeful. What you get is two 
sliding side doors, and a twin rear doors which allow easy 
access to the load area. The sliding doors were extremely 
useful when I needed to pick up my engine block, as the side 
I would have loaded from was not available as I needed to 
park close to another van. 

A fellow van driver did comment on this feature and 
thought it very good, which is high praise indeed from 
someone that drives a van all day. 

Quite low 

The load space itself was covered in a rubber-type mat, 
which whilst it looked good, did feel a little flimsy and would 
not last long with the sort of abuse you would expect the 
load space to receive. Also worth a mention is the fact that 
the floor is quite low so there was no problem with two of us 
manhandling a 3001b awkward-shaped weight to exactly 
where we wanted it. 

I was a little concerned that the 1.5-litre engine may feel 
a bit underpowered in a van of this size but frankly it pro¬ 
pelled the Nissan quite merrily even fully loaded at motor¬ 
way speeds with little effort. 

The five speed gearbox is matched perfectly to the engine 
and I found it pretty difficult to get caught out in almost any 
situation. The best bit is that the overall fuel consumption 
was over 50mpg, which is remarkable considering the usual 
constraints of aerodynamics. 

Handling 

The wheels fitted are 14in, which did give the NV200 the 
look that they were too small for the body, I was therefore 
anticipating some handling issues. However, my fears were 
unfounded and the Nissan could be driven with confidence 
even fully loaded. 

As a non-regular van driver I have to say that I found 
myself finding jobs that I could use it for. I really enjoyed my 
time driving the NV200 and there are not that many vans I 
can think of where you can say that!

“Despite all this, we find 
ourselves 13th in the table 
and without a home win 
since Bonfire Night. 

“Now after the debacle of 
Sunday, with the players 
now seeming to be in open 
revolt, the future is looking 
very bleak indeed. We need 
to act now before it is too late 
and the unthinkable 
happens. 

“If you support this, 
please join us at 3pm on 
Sunday, Trinity Road Stand 
by the McGregor Statue.”

THE latest in a lengthening collection of 
Hawthorns giveaways took the misery level 
to a new low for fans. 

Heavy snow arriving just before the game 
made the journey away from The 
Hawthorns just as unenjoy able for support¬ 
ers as watching the match. 

For the ninth time in 14 Hawthorns 
outings - the eighth in 12 in the Premier 
League - fans filed away with their team 
beaten, writes Steve Madeley. 

This time there were fewer crumbs of 
comfort than ever with the common traits 
from previous disappointments present. 

They created one or two decent chances, 
might easily have had a penalty, had an 
effort cleared off the line and saw the misfir¬ 
ing Peter Odemnwingie miss the mother of 
all sitters as they chased an equaliser.

Odemwingie should have rescued an 
undeserved draw that might have gone a 
small way towards clawing back some of the 
frustrating points that have fallen by the 
wayside with a hint of injustice in recent 
months. 

But on the day there was little question 
the increasingly impressive Swans were 
excellent value for just their second away- 
day success of the season. 

Hodgson’s men looked like a side whose 
belief in their abilities to dominate at home 
has drained away. Even players who have 
performed steadily this term, men like 
Jonas Olsson, Gareth McAuley and James

Ace Whiley 
takes over 
as the No.l 
in Britain 

HALESOWEN’S Jordanne 
Whiley is the new British 
No.l for women’s wheel¬ 
chair tennis. 

The 19-year-old competed 
in four tournaments in Aus¬ 
tralia and reached only the 
second International Tennis 
Federation Super Series 
semi-final of her career. 

Whiley repeated last 
year’s success by again 
reaching the last four at the 
Sydney International Open. 
This year’s tournament was 
upgraded by the ITF and 
when the rankings were cal¬ 
culated this week the extra 
points saw Whiley overhaul 
previous British leader Lucy 
Shuker. 

Whiley, who has brittle 
bones, is now world No. 12, 
with Shuker one place below, 
as the two head to the USA 
for a series of tournaments 
in March and April. 

“Becoming British No.l 
has been among one of my 
goals for a while,” said 
Whiley. “I’ve been pretty 
close to Lucy for a couple of 
years, so it’s nice to have 
overtaken her for now, even 
if it is by just one place. 

“It’s been a fantastic four 
weeks in Australia and I’m 
really pleased to have 
returned with some good 
results. 

“Now it’s all about build¬ 
ing on these performances 
as we head towards the end 
of the qualification period 
for the London 2012 Para¬ 
lympics.” 

The Sydney event now 
ranks as one of the top six on 
the NEC Wheelchair Tennis 
Tour outside the Grand 
Slams. 

Whiley beat three of the 
world’s top 10 before losing 
6-0, 6-2 to world No.l Esther 
Vergeer in the last four - the 
Dutchwoman is unbeaten in 
444 matches going back to 
2003. It was the first time 
this season that Vergeer had 
dropped two games in a 
match. 

Liam misses out 
on title hopes 

TIPTON boxer Liam Gould 
has been edged out in his bid 
to win the ABA Schoolboys 
national title. 

Gould, of William Perry 
ABC, lost narrowly at 48kg 
in Class Two - boxers born 
in 1998 - after three close 
rounds in the pre-quarters 
at the Manchester Boxing 
Centre of Excellence. 

He was beaten 25-20 by 
Ashton Albion ABC’s Alex 
Clegg. 

The Coseley High School 
Student hung in there 
despite struggling with the 
strength and volume of 
punches of his opponent. 


Bustleholme not resigned to leaving 


BUSTLEHOME could yet have a future in 
the Premier Division of the West Midlands 
League - despite handing in their resigna¬ 
tion to the governing body. 

At the end of 2011 the club announced 
their intention to withdraw the first team 
from the league at the end of the season. 

Had that move been delayed until this 
year, Bustleholme would have incurred a 
£1,000 fine. 

The West Bromwich-based outfit will 
honour their fixtures for the rest of the cam¬ 
paign and then decide on a course of action. 

But they still have until June, when the 
league’s annual general meeting is staged,

to withdraw their resignation and stay in 
the division. They pay to play at the Sports 
Academy, Tipton, and attract average gates 
of around 40, with a 102 attendance their 
season-best so far, for a home match with 
Gornal Athletic. 

After losing their sponsors for the last two 
years, Evans Halshaw Ford of Walsall, 
Bustlehome fell at the first hurdle in both 
the FA Cup and the FA Vase. 

That has led to cash problems which they 
hope can be solved by a fresh call for spon¬ 
sorship, after an initial plea last year did not 


attract the desired response. Chairman 
Geoff Benbow said they had to take steps to 
protect the club as a whole rather than the 
men’s team, which has been in operation 
since 1990. 

He said: “It has given us six months to 
restructure the club and, hopefully, give us 
the chance to attract some new sponsorship. 

“We will finish the season off; resigning 
was our way of safeguarding ourselves in 
case we can’t continue next season. 

“We are desperately hoping that won’t 
happen, but we can’t afford to sacrifice 12 
junior teams for the sake of the first team. 

“We were initially a boys’ club but they 


need something to play for, something to 
progress to, or they have nowhere to go.” 

Even if the Bustleholme men’s team were 
to fold in the summer, the club could re¬ 
apply to join the West Midlands League. 

They would have to work their way up 
from Division Two to return to the Premier 
League, where they have played since 1996. 

But the Bs, who started life as a boys’ club 
in 1975, are pressing on with plans to revive 
their youth team. 

Benbow added: “The idea is to resurrect 
the youth team to play in the Midlands 
Floodlit League, as we do have an under-21 
side.” 


M0UNEUX REVENGE 
MISSION FOR KEITH 


KEITH ANDREWS crosses the Black Country 
divide on Sunday, admitting: “I was dying to 
get out of Wolves.” 

Andrews will be a familiar face in the Baggies squad trav¬ 
elling to Molineux for Sunday’s derby. Yet the 31-year-old is 
adamant, if he makes his debut on his former stamping 
ground, Wolves fans will not recognise the player he has 
become, writes Steve Madeley. 

The Irishman spent 10 years at Molineux after moving 
from his homeland as a 15-year-old and being heralded as 
one of the brightest stars of the Wolves academy. 


He made just 48 starts for 
the club, however, and seven 
years after his departure he 
offers a frank assessment of 
the mistakes he made and 
the reasons he had to leave. 

“Whether my lifestyle was 
wrong, or it was the people I 
was knocking around with, I 
don’t know. But it was just so 
easy for me because I had 
been there for so long,” he 
admits.

Reunion 

“It was when I went to MK 
Dons that I realised I had to 
take my destiny into my own 
hands. It was the kick up the 
backside I needed. 

“I changed my diet and my 
lifestyle. I wasn’t being as 
professional as I could be.” 

Andrews added: “I would 
go through stages where I 
would play a few games and 
then I’d get dropped and I 
wouldn’t take it very well. 

“It was just a vicious 
circle, but there were good 
players in midfield at 
Wolves. There was Paul 
Ince, Colin Cameron and 
Alex Rae, who were good 
international players, 

“I always look in the 
mirror first when I’m

looking to reasons why 
things happen and, looking 
back, I certainly would have 
done things differently.” 

Andrews was released by 
Wolves in 2005. 

Having shed the extra 
pounds he carried at 
Molineux, Andrews has 
reinvented himself as a box- 
to-box midfielder and 
become a regular Ireland 
international. 

And he traces it all to his 
days at Milton Keynes. 

Ince’s move to Blackburn 
offered Andrews the shot at 
the Premier League thanks 
to a £1.3m move to Ewood 
Park in his manager’s wake.
